21 Hunt Sabs went to Sandbach.Bradwell to sab a Cheshire fox hunt.11 or so went in a 
field to prevent the hunt from chasing a fox.6 other sabs (from Preston) were still in 
their land rover.The police arrested the 15 other sabs,including the ones in the field 
(but not the Preston ones).The Preston sabs parked their land rover about 200 yards 
away from the hunt.They were approached by a policeman who said he wanted to look at 
the”land rover.After 2-3 mins he arrested the Preston people as well.When the copper 
was arresting sabs the hunters went past and said ’Homing" to the coppers as if they 
knew each other.All 21 s^bs were taken back to Congleton police station. 

Sabs were detained for 4-5 hours,for conduct likely to cause breach of the peace.All 
the sabs were released on conditional bail,that they all came back to the police station 
on Peb 2nd and 3rd, depending whether they were from Preston,Liverpool or Manchester. 

The charges were; cruelly terifying a flock of sheep,cruelly terifying a herd of cows 
and disturbing her majesty's peace.Hunting horns,sprays (anaseed),whistles,maps,baraclavas 
and whips were taken and detained for evidence. 

All the sabs went to .court at Crewe magistrates .After two days' hearing the magistrates 
dropped the charge of terrifying cows for everybody and the charge of terrifying sheep 
for 7 people.So 13 people were found guilty of terifying sheep and fined £100 and 
bound over for a year with a surity of £100 with £20 court costs.The other 7 were 
bound over for a year with £100 surity and £10 court costs.1 other sab did not get 
charged at the police startion because he was in the sab van and not in the field. 

All the sabs are appealing against it.But everybody has been refused legal aid.The 
ones who were found guilty of the sheep have been refused legal aid 2-3 times.The appeal 
date is October 19 th.The sabs might have to represent themselves in court. 




! August 12th 1989 

! The glorious 12th as the shooters call it. 

Well it was a fairly successful day for the N.West sabs.They sabbed the moors at 
the Trough of Bowland along with London sabs and Birmingham sabs.There were about 
100 odd sabs,and several shoots on the moors,so the sabs decided to split up and sab 
every shoot.All the shoots were sabbed and only a few grouse were killed.When the 
Duke of Westminster (whose land it was on) saw the sabs,he called for his personal 
helicopter and got taken away,rich scum. 

TV AM came up with the London sabs and gave a 'biased' report the following day, 
towards us,so that was great coverage for the sabs.There was virtually no police 
there that day (mind you,not that a copper could walk up a moor anyway). 

A few sabs found another shoot and walked up a very steep moor,found the shooters 
and stood behind them.As soon as the sabs came the shooters put away their guns and 
looked very scared.Meanwhile the beaters were coming up the other side of the hill 
wondering why the shooters were not shooting.The shooters and beaters packed away 
and went home for a drink. 

The shooters were still shooting at about 5 o'clock that evening,but there were 
still sabs with them (some of whom had not slept for nearly 36 hours). 
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The local H.West hunt is the Holcombe hunt who go out twice a week.It gets sabbed by 
Liverpool,Manchester,Rochdale,Darwen,Preston,Blackburn and Bolton sabs. 

The*Holcombe is sabbed every Saturday and more or less every Wednesday.They are 
not starting until October though.Occasionally N.West sabs go to other places such 
as Stoke,Cheshire,Leicestershire and Yorkshire.

MEGA CHEERS TO PRESTON SABS FOR SENDING ME THAT ARTICLE, GOOD ON YER, 
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I don't know about you but in the good old days (here we go again) we used to 
have a really groovy,or more to the point,adequate bus service.This is to say 
the fares were affordable and one ended up arriving on a place on earth not 
unwholly incorapatable with one's preconceived idea of a 'desired destination'. 
Then,however,a cloud of despair swept hatefully over our happy little bus route, 
this cloud eventually shattered our innocent illusions of what a public service 
should be,raised the fares so high as to make the simple action of travelling 
on a bus an elitist one,took the 'cheapest routes' so as to make long distance 
walking a must when travelling by bus,this cloud was our greatest hatered.this 
cloud was privatisation.Not only giving us what is colloquially known as a 
'crap service'.privatization also made travelling on a bus an immoral act,what 
with lining the pockets of rich business men and all that.it goes right against 
all our morals'and principles as conciensious anarcho individuals and should 
be avoided at every possible opportunity. 

To such a low and positively disgusting level did privatization bring the 
local service that eventually 1 stood up and decided to follow Norman Tebbit's 
advice to the unemployed and got on me bike,not to go cap in hand to some lard 
arsed right wing old git,commonly known as a prospective employer,but to stand 
up as an individual and apply some good ole anarchist principles to this choking 
cloud of blatant capitalism,not only through my non acceptance,but also by my 
creating an alternative. 

The bicycle had to be the best alternative,the cost of running it is virtually 
zero and maintainance is so easy.It is,think about it,the major attribute when 
classifying homo sapien is that one little thing that absolutely everyone who 
has ever existed has in common; we all possess a friend or a friend of a friend 
who is 'good with bicycles'. 

Once on the road I discovered the true joy of cycling,the thought of becoming 
a happy healthy individual eventually became tolerable and I found myself with 
time to meditate on the true meaning to life and the ability to explore my inner 
self.The concept of not pumping large quantoties of toxic gas into the air 
(except for short bursts of methane,but that's just a slight affliction I have), 
the thought of not only having an eoo- transport and having a virtual inability 
to kill people in a bicycle crash excited me,you never hear of lorry drivers 
dieing when hit by a bicycle do you? Of course not.The fact is that the bicycle 
is a symbol of rebellion;, I'm almost certain I've heard reference to the loveable 
old bike concerning Mao Tse Tung during*th* Chinese revolution,the biggest 
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revolution ever. 

Also,bicycles are possibly the only form of transport the large multi nationals 
can't cash in on in the long term,except for foot power maybe.This simple fact 
however has resulted in the cyclist's life often becoming a hard one.Take the 
standard of our roads for example.After cycling for a couple of miles it soon 
becomes blatently obvious to the cyclist that our great British highways are 
designed and maintained with only the motorist in mind.On a recent excursion 
to Nigan for example,! was apalled by the standard of the roads as more often 
than was comfortable I was forced to risk ay safety and veer into the middle 



of the rbad to avoid apalling,wheel buckling pot holes arranged at regular 
intervals.The sign posts too were amazing.To my astonishment I found 4 out of 
5 sign posts along one stretch directed traffic onto the motorway which was 
no good to me as I've grown quite attached to the concept of life. 

Being of punky appearance is a big drawback when cycling.lt's bad enough 
round here when you're just walking along the road but it’s a bit much when 
cars are actually coming at you on the wrong side of the road just to shit you 
up and all you can do is gob at them or put a few well chosen words of wisdom 
in their general direction.The fact is,as with all forms of rebellion,the cyclist 
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is bound to come up against the same old predujice.But never fear,wherever 
there's a cyclist there's a show of discontent,a fellow anarchist,a friend. 


Being of slight build I've often become the victim of numerous verbal and physical 
attacks resulting in my being labelled as an "anorexic piece of shit".Such attacks 
can no longer harm me aa I've gradually opened my eyes to the world around me.For 
example,have you ever realized just how bloody stupid big muscle men really look, 
striding around in that pathetic sportswear, their feet 10ft apart and wearing a 
facial expression one could only interpret as uncomfortable as they display their 
unsightly and totally unnecessary banks of protein,making the most of it before it 
is reduced to vast wastes of quivering blubber.Oh yeah they can throw their weight 
around now,but in a couple of years they’ll only ever be able to dream of what it's 
like to have my build.And of fatties? Big,fat,wobbling,sweating,disgusting mounds 
of lipid who are always greedy and have no conoience at all (we'll come back to 
that one later on).Fat people are alwaws unhealthy and are normally found gasping 
for air in bus queues or guzzeling meat at large conservative party social gatherings. 

Everyone over 10 stone is a big fat aexist bastard.It's a known fact.You never 
see a slightly built person leering over an innocent young lady while he's working 
on a building site do you? Of course not.The fact is that slightly built people 
not only think more deeply but are infinitely more liberated than their larger 
contempories.Take animal rights for example,I have never seen a fat vegan .And why?

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The musical and alternative scene in Prance. 

For a few months the punk scene is getting wrong in Prance.The bands don't 
plaM very often and it seems that there are four troubles with our "rock 
alternative scene’’.Some bands are very successful.Por example Kano Nequa, 

Nequsses Vertes and Washington Bead Cats.But these bands are quite particular 
in the sense that the words of their "commercial songs” have no political 
features.So the music is still good (not really punk.more folk) but there 
is no message in their songs and they can not make aware the young population 
of real troublee of our society.So when the people come to see a gig.it is 
more to have fun than to find out or to create contacts with alternatives 
and anarchists organizations. 

Some bands like Berurrier Noir and Brigades were actually playing punk 
music.The words were very interesting in a political way.One year ago they 
were very successful but the most people who cams to the gigs contented 
themselves with the songs against the society and they were not really 
motivated to do something after the gigs.So there is a support for the 
musical gigs but there is no one for the organizations and demonstrations. 

In fact,there is no initiative from the youth of today.They need to be 
pushed by gigs and big events.In the everyday life they don't want to do 
anything*.They call themselves punk and anarchists because they buy punk records 
and anarchist badges.This French mentality is still a fuckin' one. 

However,people of the organization "On a Jhim” (we are hungary) have released 
a great compilation,the name is "Bown with all the armies”.The bands who play 
on it are French and Spanish.The profits are destined to help the people who 
refused to join the army and who have been put in jail (we call them "Befaulters"). 
It is probably here the only good record of this year.This compilation shows that 
we have to be more creativei There is no French band for example who sings against 
the meat.So,hope that the French will be sensilised by such troubles and by the 
ALF's activities in Bngland. 

Yes,in France,there is an ecologist and activist organisation who fight especially 
for the elephant's rights in the world.They make a big campaign against ivory. 

For example,they have made aome squatting actions) people with elephants' masks 
came to sit in jewewers and inform people about the consequences of buying ivory. 

In fact,the organization has found an alternative to ivory,they call it Robin 
wood”.They also do other actions against nuoleur and laboritory experiments.They 
use more legal ways,in sense that they do more proceedings than direct action. 

This organization spread and the TV and newspapers begin to speak about it. 

Some TV programmes (for animals) have made a big campaign against fur coats 
but a great TV advertising against it was censored by our fuckin government.who 
thought that this spot was too dangerous for the youngs of today who see in 
another way,lots of American TV where the violence (the real one) is quite normal 
and is not censored.That's another contradiction of our "liberal” society. 

Last week a friend went into Paris and he told us about the situation.The police 
repression there is incredible and lots of his friends have had problems with 
the French "justice".One of his friends (one of the leaders of an anarchist 
organization,very important there) had been put in jail because he refused to 
join the army.He did a strike of hunger and there was a great support(gigs, 
demonstrations).After one week he was chucked out of the jail.Good for the fight 

^Another boy was put in jail.He must stay there for four years.He was accused 
of terrorism because he threw a molitov coetail on an inspector's house.lt made 
about 30 pounds worth of damage.That’s infamous,that's police repression.
